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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The amending of the independent claims to 
include the limitation "wherein the process modeling tool enables creation of new business workflow and collaborative workflow within an 
enterprise management system" changes the scope of the claims when interpreted as a whole and therefore would require and new search 
and/or further consideration. In regards to Applicant's assertion that Coiera in view of Fontana fail to teach or suggest "completing workflow" 
using a "process modeling tool", the Examiner disagrees. The Coiera reference provides reasonable and sufficient knowledge of a 
workflow process. While the terms "workflow" and "process" are not explicitly used in the disclosure of Coiera, there is provided in the 
background information that the resources that are found are used to aid medical professionals in making clinical decisions. The use of the 
matching resources in this situation provides for completion of someone making a decision. With this knowledge along with the teachings 
of Fontana system of discovering applications or locating artifacts as pointed out by the Applicant, the use of the matching resources 
completes workflow of a process modeling tool. 
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
